EXAMINER'S ACTION 
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The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 
U.S.C. § 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the 
invention, and of the manner and process of making and using 
it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to 
enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, 
or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use 
the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated bv 
the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

The specification is objected to under 35 U.S.C. § 112, 
first paragraph, as failing to provide an adequate written 
description of the invention. 

It is unclear where the disclosure discusses a semiconductor 
chip and a distinct flexible sheetlike element formed separate 
thereto. The disclosure and drawings appear to provide the chip 
and flexible element as provided in combination. The claims 
however appear to establish said flexible element and chip as 
distinct components not attached thereto. 

It is further unclear where the movable terminal feature is 
disclosed in the disclosure. 

It is further unclear where the disclosure discusses a 
securement element and what defines a securement element. 

It is further unclear where the disclosure discusses a 
distinction on between a movable lead and a flexible lead and if 
the movable lead and flexible lead are one in the same. Is there 
a distinction between the layer of compressible material and 
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flexible sheetlike element and if so where the distinctions are 

addressed in the disclosure. 

Claims 1-6, 15-21, 36-38, 61-80 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 

§ 112, first paragraph, for the reasons set forth in the 

objection to the specification.
